HAD NOT the Hongkong Govern- 
ment financed Loan Works such 
ns the Jubilee Reservoir, the Kai 
Tack Airport and the Central Market 
from the ‘Colony's Excess of Assets 
over Liabilities (pending reimburse- 
mont {rom two Loans which are to 
be floated at some nebulous date in 
the future), it would have been a 
comparatively simple matter ta have 
made a substantial initial contribu- 
tion to the Empire's war cffort 
without having recourse to new taxn- 
tion. 

Since, however, the Colony’s 
visible Treasury balance his been re- 
duced from $17,000,000 to $3,000,000 
by advances pending reimbursement, 
any donation from this source Is out 
of the question. 

Nevertheless, there scem no valid 
reason why the vexed question of 
the Colony's contribution to the 
_Inperial_War_Chest should not_be_ 
answered by the less painful und 
completely voluntary method of War 
Loan rather than by direct taxation, 

This method was used by -Hong- 
kong in the Great War and obviated 
the necessity for additional taxation 
until July 1, 1917—three years after 
the outbreak of hostilities—when a 
spectal War Rate of seven per cent. 
was levied on Property for 2 period 
of two years. ~ . 

The 1016 Hongkong War Loan was 
quickly over-subscribed ond—-again 
without recourse to exira tuxation— 
was repaid within a decade or so of 
the Armistice.

The history of the China Light and 
Power Compiny is the history of. the 
of Kowloon. At’ the 
time of Its lease tn 1858 Old Kow- 
foon had 9 poptilation of.a llttle over 
800 people_and it is recorded thot its 
soll wos considered so worthless that 
it was.thought to be not fit even for 
the purpose of growing cabbages. 
Until the next census In 1041 the 
population of Kowloon can only be 
‘guessed, but trustworthy estimates 
place the present total at over 1,000,- 
000. RQ a 
There are among our Directors 
those who well remember the days 
when Kowloon went tlghtless by 
night. In course of time its few 
suburban roads—if narrow pathways 
could be dinnified by the term ronds 
‘ lighted by kerosene lamps, 
For what. is to-day Salisbury Road, 
- with its pride of ploce on the water- 
front; there ‘was on 15-{t. avenue 
skirted by two rows of banana treen 
interspersed with narrow granite.

Formed in 1901, for the primary 
purpose of taking? over a going con- 
cern supplying electricity in Canton, 
the China Light & Power Co, in 1903 
began to operate the first power sta- 
tlon in ‘Kowloon. After a period of 
vicissitudes such as are often asso 
clated with ploneer ventures, the 
Company sold its Canton undertal- 
Ing to the Chinese in 1909, the: money 
thus obtained enabling It for the 
tlme being to overcome the scricus 
difficulties with which’ jt was con- 
fronted owing to an insufficiency o 
working capital, . 4 

Kowloon's first power station, ‘A 
very modest and unpretentious 
bullding,'stood ‘on ground now occu- 
pied by the workshops of the Kow- 
Jooi-Canton “Railway: at Hunghom, 
[ts equipment consisted .of thi 
small sets of gas engines ane gencra- 
tors—two' for’ use and ono. for. re~ 
serve, Upon'the completion of the 
Kowloon-Canfon Railway in 1911, 
when great hopes were raised for the 
future of Kowloon, the Company de- 
clded to scrap most of Its old ma- 
chinery and to instal larger units, 

First - Tarbines i 

In 1916, the Compang's first. tur- 
bines—two 760 K.W.B.T.-H. turbo- 
alternators—were installed and put 
into operation together’ with the 
necessary boller plant; these turbines, 
it is Interesting to odd, are still in 
service, In the same year, the Com- 
pany commenced to ‘supply its first 
lnrgo industrial load,.as it then ap- 
peared—about. 300°ILW. 

But although the. Company's busi- 
ness continudd: to srow, ‘sharcholders 
received no, return on thelr capital 
for ‘nine successive ‘years, that: is, 
from 1910 to 1918, hot because pro- 
fits had not been carned but ‘becauso 
they'were all required, together with 
botrowed money, to pay for’ ‘exten 
stone’ in all directions.) « .': 

The conclusion of the Great War 


maurked for the Company a. mile-|' 


atdhe In fts history. In the memor- 
able year 1926 a complete reconstruc- 
lion'was carried out; the old station 
site wns exchanged with Government 
for K.MLL. 03 ‘nt, '-Hok Un, upon 
which, after ‘it had been ‘reclaimed, 
was created the power station ‘which 
has supplied ‘electricity! for light nnd 
power to Kawloon ever:since. 

Stmultancourly. with: the ‘growth. of 
the business it became necessary to ac- 
quire additfonal areas adjacent to the 
“power station. building...” This new 
‘land, ‘most of which had to be: re-

: Breadth of . Vision 

The selection of the new site 
spenks well for the vislon of those 
responsible, In a public utility un- 
dertaking of this nature, breadth of 
sion iy an invaluable asset, and 
confidence in the future backed by 
the judicious expenditure of required 
capital ahead of time fs essentiol, 

In this connection, the following 
comparison of our records | for 
Anancial year 1913-14 (the year be-, 
fore the Great War) with those for 
1938-39 (the Inst year of peace) ts 
iNuminating, as it indicates develop- 
‘|}men{s not even thought of a quarter 
of a century ago: , 

In 1913-14, the Company's Staff. 
conuisted of two Europeans, four 
Indians and 52 Chinese, At the 
close of 1938-39, the payroll com- 
prised 88 Europeans, 27 Indians and 
792 Chinese. If we include casual 
labourers, the total number. of Chi- 
nese employees exceeds 1,000, 
-—The-number---of.consumers.-.which 
In 1913-14 was only B78 hnd by the 
end of 1938-39 Increased to 20,622. 

The Industrial load in 1913-14 was 
087 horse-power, whereas the corres- 
ponding figure for 1938-30 was 28,278 
horse-power, . 

The Compan v8 Plant capicity in 
1919-14 was 520 K.W. and its total 
output that year 613,042 units. By 
1938-309 the plant capacity had grown 
to 92,000 K.W., while the year’s out- 
put reached o total of 67,644,050 
unit, =. 

The pold-up capital, “ which was 
$300,000 In 1923-14, had by 1939-39 
risen to no'less than $11,000,000, 

More Country Served 

In 1913-14 the Company served 
an area of about two square miles 
only. Owlng mainly to the extension 
of our business into the New Terri+ 
tories,:the nrea had increased by the 
end of 1938-39 to about 200 square 
miles, . 

The extent of the Company's whole 
system will be reoilsed when I state 
that there are now no fewer ‘than 


©1215 miles of mains ‘ond cables in 


‘service, Of this total, 160 miles of 
underground moins are Jald In Kow- 
loon and 45 miles of cable (of which 
23 miles represent the extra high 
tension transmission Jine) are in 
service in the New Territories, in 
the general devclopment of which 
electricity plays its important part, 
The new power station, which 
stands on reclnimed Innd inside a 
gravity sen-wall of massive granite 
‘blocks, was designed to accommodate 
approximately’ 60,000 K.W. plant 
capacity, : 2 . 
The boller. house is “220 ft. In 
length and nearly 62 ft, wide, while 
the roof {s 100 ft, from the ground 
level. It is arranged to house’ four 
boilers; one boiler, with a cnpaelly of 
120,000 Ibs.. wos erected lost year, 
and another—a 200,000-Ib.

The building was designed by our 
Consulting Engineer, Mr. S. 5, Faber, 
who was responsible for preparing, 
the drawings and specifications, and 
under whose directlon the work: was 
carried out. 

Messrs, Davies, Brooke and Gran, 
ef Hongkong and Shanghal, were the 
Consulting Architects and the Hong- 
kong Engincering, and Construction 
Co., Lid, under the constant personal 
supervision of its General “Works 
Manager, Mr. Hugh Braga, were tho 
General Conractors. 

In the construction of the main 
building and underground work, the 
following quantitics of materials were 
used.—-1,950 tons of structural steel, 
-Including-00,000-rivets-and-bolts;.350. 
fons of steel bars; 6,000 cubic yards, 
of reinforced concrete; and 2,500 tons 
of coment supplied by the Green 
Island Cement Co.

as the Jubliee Reservoir, the Kat 
Tack Airport and the Central Market

HAD NOT the Hongkong Govern- 
ment financed LWdan Works such 
as the Jubilee Reservoir, the Kai. 
Tack Airport and the Central Market 
from the Colony’s Excess of Assets 
over Linbilities (pending refmburse-~ 
me rom two Loans which are to 
be floated at some nebulous “date in 


the future), it would have been a, 


comparatively simple matter to have 
made a substantial initial contribu- 
tion to the Empire's war cifort 
without having recourse to new taxa- 
tion. . ; 

Since, however,. the  Colony's 
visible Treasury balance has been re- 
duced from $17,000,000 to $3,000,000 
by advances pending reimbursement, 
any donation from this source {s out 
of the question. : 

Nevertheless, there seems no valid 
reuson why the vexed question of 
the Colony's_ contribution to the 
“Imperial” War Chest should” not” be 
answered by the less painful and 
completely voluntary method of War 
Loan. rather than by direct taxation, 

This method was used by Hong- 
kong tn the Great War and obviated 
the necessity for additional taxation 
until July 1, 1917—tbree years after 
the outbreak of hostllities—when a 
special War Rate of seven per cent. 
.Was levied on Property for a perlod 
of two years. 

The 1916 Hongkong War Loan was 
quickly over-subscribed and—again 
without recourse to extra taxation— 
was repaid within a decade or so of 
the Armistice. : 

To-day, as regards Public Debt, 
“Hongkong is one of the most fortun- 
ate countries in the world. The 
Colony’s Public Debt on December 1 
last stood at less than $16,000,000 
(£1,000,000), or roughly two-fifths 
of our annual income. Of the 
British Colonies which obtain ap- 
proximately the same revenue, 
Uganda has ai Public Debt of 
£2,236,000, Mauritlus of .£3,000,000 
and British Gulana of £4,857,000. 
Many parts of the Empire in receipt 
of less revenue have higher Public 
Debts. Among them are:

BERLIN, Feb, 26 (Reuter). Tt is 


announced that the German Govern- 
ment hos given the American Red 
Cross permission to carry out retlef 
work in the “territory of the Govern- 
ment General’ of Poland. 

_ Representatives of the American 
organisation will be allowed to’ enter 
this territory to distribute supplics 
from Amerlea fn conjunction with 
the.
